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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The applicant argues that claim 1 has been amended to include a feature of "receiving data corresponding to a 
request to navigate through links in the Web environment to the Web page, wherein the received data corresponding to the request to 
navigate is not in response to a display of a navigational structure of the Web environment", (pg.7) However, such feature is inconsistent 
with the actual claimed limitation (pg.2) namely "links in the Web page to a particular location ... include display identifying a navigational 
structure..." 

The applicant argues that the amended features were previously included in the amendment submitted 01/1 1/2008, however the 
amendment dated 06/21/201 0 contains additional limitations and phrases than the amendment submitted 01/1 1/2008. The two claim sets 
are deemed to be different. Further, the ground of rejection of claim 1 in the Final dated 04/1 9/1 0 and the ground of rejection of claim 1 in 
the Final dated 09/17/08 are different.
